All 
these schools have recently been estab- 
lished by the Imperial Government 
itseli to further the national desire 
for being up to date. The Chinese 
admire the English-speaking races, 
and turn their thumbs up as a sign 
of gratification whenever they see one 
of our fellow-countrymen. 

In spite of the fact that the Im- 
perial Government is giving the Chi- 
nese every possible concession in the 
way of education, there is consider- 
able dissatisfaction at being governed 
under a regency, China’s last three 
monarchs have been babies when they 
first came to the throne. The Chinese 
feel that they are passing through a 
critical period of their history, and 
that they need especially now a full- 
grown man to govern them. For this 
reason, what might be led China's 
“anti-baby”’ feeling is very strong. 


Making Cigarette Paper. 

Rice paper, with which cigarettes 
are made, has nothing to do with 
rice, but is made from the membranes 
of the breadfruit tree, or, more com- 
monly, of fine, new trimmings of 
flax and hemp. France makes cigar- 


ette papers for the whole world, the 
output of Austria and Italy being

Thomas Michael, a widely known 
Indian of the Sechelt tribe, led the 
way carrying tl heavy cross. Be 
hind the uplifted emblem of Chris 
tianity walked sisters in black and 
mission girls in light-colored frocks 
Then followed the representatives of 
the thirty tribes, each with the chief 
at the head, in tribal order The 
priests walked between the lines and 
encouraged the chanting, which was 
kept up continuously for a couple of 
hours or more 

During all this time the Sechelt 
Indians and others who composed the 
thirteen tableaux, had to remain pos-

vants portrayed by Indians. Groups 
8, 4 and 5 depicted the judgment of 
Pilot, the seourging by his order and 
the crowning with thorns, Ecce Homo 
Pontius Pilate, showing Jesus to the 
people, was next strikingly represent 
ed and then the procession passed on 
to view Chriat falling under the bur- 
den of the heavy cross, his meeting 
with the Virgin Mary, his condoling 
with the women and St, Veronica an 
nointing his bleeding feet. Then came

TRAGEDY OF A STAMP. 


This Canadian Twelve-Penny Black 
Had an Adventurous Career. 


In the year of 1851 a 12 penny black 
Canadian postage stamp was printed 
by the Government of Ottawa. The 
public did not regard this sombre ts- 
sue with favor so few were issued 
One of these stamps was sent to the 
Hamilton postoflice, where it was sold 
to an old gentleman, who said it was 
a shame to print the Queen's picture 
on a stamp that might be handled by 
profane hands. Tenuderly the gentle 
man put it on a parce}, sending it to 
a friend in the United States

PLANT CIRCULATION. 


Comparable With the Circulation of 
Blood In Animals. 

It is generally known that plants 

have a circulation comparable with 


the circulation of blood in animals, 


| but it is not so well known that their 


force of liquid propulsion is vastly 
greater than any animal's blood pres- 
sure, even the elephant’s. The force 
of an animal's blood as it circulates 
through the largest arteries is incap 
able oftraising a column of water over 
seven feet high, whereas the force of 
a plant’s sap, even of a small vine 
ean raise a column of water from forty 
to eighty feet high, exerting a pressure 
of over two atmospheres. 

The way this is shown in the 
tory is to tear off a small branch of a 
tree and fix it air tight into a rather 
large short tube filled with water. To 
the bottom end of the thick tube is 
attached a small thin tube filled with 
colored water and having its lower 
end immersed in a vessel of 
water. This experiment simp!

The colored water is seen t« 
the small tube at a compara 
tively rapid rate, an inch or so a min- 
ute o show the height to which the 
pressure can force water, a tube has 
to be fitted into the bark of a plant 
and the root supplied with water. 

Hales first showed this with a smat 
vine, which he severed and % , 
he applied a tube, The fluid rose to 
over forty feet De Candolle tried 
other plants and in one instance se 
cured height of eighty feet or over 
two atmospheres’ pressure. The cause 
of this force was long considered due 
to capillary attraction caused by the 
hairlike tubes in plants. This failing 
to account for the enormous foree de 
veloped, a. microscopic examination 
showed that these vessels had a pro 
gressive contracting motion similar to 
that the arteries of animals and that 
the explanation in each case was the 
same 

Thus the vitality or principle of life 
that allows this motion is in all cases 
the direct cause.

$1,250,000 A DAY, 


World’s Gold Production Enough to 
Make Eight Millionaires a Week. 


The world's gold ontput has reach: 
ed an average of about $1,250,000 for 
each day of the year, and of that 
total the Transvaal mines furnish 
upward of one-third. Every week 
throughout the vear, between $2,500.- 
000 and $3,000,000 worth of the metul 


in bars, varving from 400 to 1,000 
ounces, is sent to London. 
The bars are paid into the local 


South African banks by the various 
mining companies, whose 
are eredited with the value, pure 
id being worth $20.81 anproximate- 
ly an ounce, The banks then under- 
take the shipment of the bars, which 
go down te Cape Town each week and 
arrive at Southampton some seven- 
teen days later. 

\s the Cape boats generally arrive 
at Southampton on Saturday morn- 
ing, the gold is sent up at once to 


London and taken to the Bank of 
England for safe lodging until the 
following Monday, when the bars 


ire taken out of the vaults and hand- 
ed over to the refiners, 
fay the bullion brokers on behalf of 
the South African banks sell the 
pareels, which, after their treatment 
at the hands of the refiners, are 400 
ounces in weight. 

Under an sect of 1844, the Bank of 
Eneland is beund to buy all gold 
offered to it at the rate of $19.05, ap- 
proximately, an ounce of standard 
gold. The owner can deliver it) di- 
rectly it he likes to the mint, from 
which it will be returned to him 
within twenty days in the shape of 


sovereigns at the re of $19.08 an 
ounce. By handing the bars direct 
to the bank the importer receives the 
money without delay, and the differ- 


ence of three cents between the bank 
and the mint price represents twenty 
davs interest at 3 per cent. 

While the Bank of England is 
bound to buy all the eald offered to 
it at $19.05 an ounce, it is, of course, 
always obliged to pay out aot? ts. its 
notes, and it often happens that bars 
and not coins are required, bars be- 
ing less liable to friction if the metal 
is intended for export.

When the Ontario housekeeper ord. | 


ers her cut of choice salmon to form 
the piece de resistance in that de- 
licious mayonnaise and cucumber 
combination, or the juicy steak sliced 
from the boneless body of a mon- 
strous halibut, little does it coneern 
her whence comes the fish. So it be 


fresh and otherwise in good condi- 
tion, she is contented to let it go 
at that. 


As a matter of fact, that fish she 
has boucht for supper has come a 
very long way to grace her table— 
well over three thousand miles. For 
practically all the salmon and halibut 


sold in the Pastern market are im. 
ported from British Columbia. 
“We get cheap rates on them, as 


they are shipped in by the carload,” 
said a dealer to a reporter, pointing 
to boxes filled with two varieties of 
the toothsome fish, the steel-head and 
the spring salmon, Nearby, lying 
amid broken ice, were the flat de. 
capitated bodies of big 50 and 60- 
pound halibut whose heads are in- 
variably lopped off to save excess 
weight in shipment. Théy all come 
from the north Pacific. esught in the 
neighborhood of Prince Rupert.

Judging 
by results—the best possible method 
the auswer is ‘No.”’ Neither have the 
Kisteddfodic competitions in many) 
cases stimulated the poets to produce 
their best work; and it may be adde.Jt 
that no poem or ode successful at the 
histedufud has gained world-wide 
fame.

The Listeddfod is the meeting-ulace 
of the Welsh as a people, and it must 
not be forgotten that the world 
Ineasures the standard of the music 
by what is heard thereat.
